Security First 
Reports Earnings 

Security First National 
Bank’s net operating earn¬ 
ings for the first quarter of 
1963 were 12.8 per cent high¬ 
er than the same period a 
year ago, Lloyd L. Austin, 
chairman of the board, re¬ 
ported today. 

Net operating Income for 
the three months ended 
Marsh 31 totaled $6,808,601, 
equal to 89.6 cents per share 
on 7,600,000 shares outstand¬ 
ing, Austin said. 

This compared with $6,- 
034,700 or 79.4 cents a share 
as of March 31, 1962. These 
figures have been adjusted 
to reflect a 6 per cent stock 
dividend which was approv¬ 
ed early in 1963. 

Austin pointed out that re¬ 
sources at the end of the 
first 1963 quarter were $4,- 
245,281,393, up 7.7 per cent 
over the 1962 figure of $3,- 
939,998,747. 

Other first quarter fig¬ 
ures; total deposits, $3,889,- 
035,661, an increase of 7.8 
per cent over the year-ago 
total of $3,606,840,544; time 
deposits, $1,816,882,266, com¬ 
pared with $1,657,888,666 in 
1962; and demand deposits, 
$2,072,153,395, against $1, 
948,951,878 a year ago. To- 
tol capital funds amounted 
to $2^,169,873, against 
$274, 508,543 a year earlier. 
Loans were $1,917,270,616, 
compared with $1,718,083,546.
